For  the  information  of  those  into  whose  hands  this  Report  may  fall,  it  may 
be  stated  that  the  National  Temperance  Hospital  was  founded  in  1873  for 
the  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment  of  the  sick  without  recourse  to  the  ordinary 
administration  of  alcohol.  It  was,  at  the  same  time,  provided  that  the  Medical 
Staff  should  be  at  liberty  to  administer  alcohol  when  they  deemed  it  needful, 
every  such  case  to  be  recorded,  and  published  in  the  succeeding  Annual  Report. 
During  the  sixty-nine  years  of  the  Hospital’s  existence  there  have  been  251 
such  cases  in  a  total  of  75,670  In-patients.* 

As  a  General  Hospital,  this  Institution  has  a  strong  claim  upon  all 
benevolent  persons,  while  its  distinctive  principle  serves  as  a  protection  from  those 
perils  which  attend  the  administration  of  alcohol,  even  for  Medicinal  objects.

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Visit  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen, 

March  18th,  1942. 


The  Board  feel  that  they  must,  record,  with  deepest  appreciation,  the  visit  to  the  Hospital, 
which  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  graciously  made  on  Wednesday,  18th  March,  in  order  to  see 
Mrs.  Winifred  Upton,  a  patient  whose  case  had  been  mentioned  to  her,  and  in  whom  she  had 
most  kindly  interested  herself.  This  case  was  a  remarkable  one  of  fortitude  and  courage. 

On  4th  March,  1941,  Mrs.  Upton  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  having  been 
rescued  from  a  fire  at  her  home  in  Ampthill  Square,  when  she  was  trapped  at  the  top 
floor  with  her  two-year-old  son,  Patrick.  Both  mother  and  child  were  rescued  by 
Column-Leader  Edward  Morgan,  who  has  since  been  decorated  by  His  Majesty  the 
King  for  his  bravery  on  this  occasion. 

Mrs.  Upton  not  only  managed  to  shield  her  son  from  the  flames  at  great  cost 
to  herself  until  the  fireman  arrived,  but  had  to  remain  in  the  burning  building  until 
he  could  return  and  rescue  her.  By  this  time  she  was  in  a  terribly  burnt  condition. 
On  arrival  at  the  Hospital  she  immediately  received  special  treatment,  and  shortly 
afterwards  was  placed  in  an  oilskin  envelope,  being  the  latest  treatment  for  this 
condition.  During  the  twelve  months  she  has  been  an  in-patient  here,  so  serious  has 
been  her  condition  that  an  anaesthetic  is  necessary  each  time  her  wounds  are  dressed. 
For  a  long  time  she  was  almost  despaired  of.  Thanks,  however,  to  the  untiring  care 
and  attention  from  both  doctors  and  nurses,  together  with  her  own  amazing  fortitude, 
she  is  now  out  of  danger,  and  it  is  hoped  will  eventually  gain  complete  recovery. 

Mrs.  Upton  not  having  hitherto  received  any  recognition  of  her  act  of  bravery 
and  devotion  to  her  son,  and  Her  Majesty  having  been  informed  of  the  award  given 
to  Fireman  Morgan  who  rescued  her,  graciously  decided  to  visit  her,  and  also  expressed 
a  wish  to  inspect  the  Wards  and  the  Hospital  generally. 

The  Chairman,  Mr.  H.  S.  Syrett,  received  Her  Majesty,  who,  accompanied  by 
Lady  Katharine  Seymour,  arrived  at  3  p.m.  The  following  presentations  were  then 
made: —  •  *

Her  Majesty  then  proceeded  to  the  Out-Patient  Hall,  now  converted  into  a  Ward, 
and  spoke  to  every  patient,  including  the  Service  men  admitted  there.  She  was  then 
conducted  into  the  Women’s  Ward  adjoining,  speaking  to  each  patient,  and  from  there 
reached  Mrs.  Upton’s  Ward.  After  remaining  and  chatting  with  her  for  a  short 
period,  congratulating  her  on  the  remarkable  display  of  British  pluck,  and  hoping  for 
her  speedy  recovery,  Her  Majesty  graciously  accepted  from  Mrs.  Upton  a  bouquet  of 
flowers.  She  then  proceeded  to  the  basement,  where  the  temporary  Operating 
Theatre,  and  the  X-ray  Departments,  both  Diagnostic  and  Deep  Therapy,  were 
inspected. 

Proceeding  by  lift  to  the  first  floor,  Her  Majesty  was  shown  the  Casualty  and 
Massage  Departments,  when  Dr.  Sanguinetti  and  other  members  of  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  Staffs  were  presented.  Thence  by  the  Sun  Parlour,  Her  Majesty  was 
conducted  to  Sturge  and  Grosvenor  Wards,  where  each  patient  received  a  gracious 
word. 

On  the  way  to  “  Thomas  Cash  ”  Ward,  Her  Majesty  was  shown  the  bomb  damage, 
and  the  large  space  hitherto  occupied  by  the  lift  and  staircase,  which  were  destroved 
in  January,  1941. 

“  Thomas  Cash  ”  Ward  was  then  visited,  Her  Majesty  chatting  to  each  of  the 
patients.  She  was  then  conducted  down  the  stairs  to  “  Cadbury  ”  Ward,  where  again 
she  spoke  to  each  patient. 

Having  completed  the  round  of  Wards,  Her  Majesty  was  conducted  into  the 
Sisters’  and  Nurses’  sitting  rooms,  which  she  inspected,  remaining  there  for  a  few 
minutes.  Before  departing,  Her  Majesty,  passing  through  a  Guard  of  Honour  of 
members  of  all  Staffs,  proceeded  to  the  Secretary’s  Office,  where  the  senior  members 
of  the  Secretary’s  Staff  were  presented. 

The  Queen  graciously  signed  the  Visitors’  Book  and,  returning  via  the  entrance 
hall,  was  vociferously  cheered  by  the  staff  and  others,  who  gave  her  a  rousing  send-off. 

On  leaving,  Her  Majesty  was  pleased  to  express  to  the  Chairman  her  deep 
appreciation  of  all  she  saw,  and  her  admiration  of  the  way  the  Hospital  was  carrying 
on  under  war-time  conditions,  notwithstanding  the  severe  damage  which  had  been  done. 

The  Board  regret  to  report  that  Mrs.  Upton  died  on  May  27th,  1942.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Management  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to 
the  Governors  the  70th  Annual  Report,  together  with  the 
Audited  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1942. 

The  outstanding  social  event  of  the  year  occurred  on 
18th  March,  when  Her  Majesty,  graciously  visiting  the  Hospital 
for  the  special  purpose  of  seeing  a  patient  in  whom  she  was 
particularly  interested,  made  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the  Wards 
and  Departments. 

In  recording  this  unique  occasion,  the  Board  desire  to 
express  their  deepest  appreciation  of  this  informal  visit,  which 
afforded  the  greatest  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  all. 

In  view  of  its  importance  and  interest,  a  detailed  account 
of  the  visit  as  printed  in  the  previous  Report,  will  be  found  on 
a  separate  inset. 

President.  It  is  with  the  utmost  regret  that  the  death 
of  the  President,  Major  Richard  Rigg  on  25th  August,  has  to 
be  recorded.  For  some  months  he  had  been  in  failing  health, 
but  had  continued  his  attendances  at  the  meetings  until  June, 
when  he  was  obliged  to  relinquish  his  activities. 

The  Board  also  much  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Richard  Rigg,  who  predeceased  her  husband  by  a  few  weeks. 
Mrs.  Rigg  had  been  ailing  for  many  months,  but  was  hoping  to 
take  up  her  work  at  the  Hospital  again,  when  her  condition 
worsened,  and  she  passed  away  on  21st  July. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  War  Emergency  Committee  held  on 
7th  October,  the  following  Resolution  was  unanimously  passed: — 

“  That  this  Emergency  Committee  of  the  Members  of 
the  Board  of  the  National  Temperance  Hospital,  in 
expressing  their  deep  regret  at  the  great  loss  the  Hospital  has 
sustained  in  the  deaths  of  Major  Richard  Rigg  and  Mrs. 
Rigg,  desire  to  record  their  heartfelt  acknowledgment  of  the 
conspicuous  services  rendered  by  Major  Rigg,  both  as  a 
Member  of  the  Board  since  1914,  as  Chairman  since  1920, 
and  as  President  since  1939,  and  also  to  the  devoted  service 
given  by  Mrs.  Richard  Rigg  as  a  Member  of  the  Board 
since  1931,  Vice-President  since  1938,  and  as  President  of 
the  Ladies’’  Association  since  1925,  and  to  express  their 
profound  sympathy  with  their  relatives  and  friends.'” 

The  Board  also  have  to  record  with  sincere  regret  the 
passing  of  Mr.  George  Blaiklock  (Recorder  of  Grantham),  which 
occurred  on  10th  January,  1943.

His 
outstanding  eloquence  at  public  meetings  in  supporting  so 
ardently  the  principles  for  which  the  Hospital  stands,  has  always 
been  greatly  appreciated.  By  his  death  the  Hospital  has  lost 
an  able  and  stalwart  supporter,  and  one  whose  esteemed  record 
will  long  be  remembered  and  cherished. 
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In  offering  their  sincere  and  deepest  sympathy  to  the 
Chairman,  Mr.  Herbert  S.  Syrett  and  his  family,  in  the  irreparable 
loss  they  have  sustained  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Syrett,  which 
occurred  on  16th  February  last,  the  Board  feel  that  all  would 
wish  to  join  in  this  message  of  condolence.  Her  very  charming 
personality  and  gracious  manner  will  be  sincerely  missed. 

The  Board  are  much  indebted  to  available  members  for  War 
then*  regular  attendance  at  the  several  meetings  of  this  Com-  Emergency 
mittee,  which  has  continued  to  be  entrusted  with  all  matters  of  Committee, 
administration  and  expenditure.

Including  sums  reclaimed  on  covenant  subscriptions,  the 
total  collected  under  this  heading  amounted  to  £7,422.  The 
hope  is  expressed  that  the  financial  advantage  gained  by  the 
Hospital  through  the  medium  of  the  Deed  of  Covenant  arrange¬ 
ment,  which  doubles  the  amount  of  their  gift,  will  be  appreciated 
by  a  larger  number  of  supporters,  who  are  earnestly  invited  to 
sign  the  required  forms. 

The  Board  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks  the  welcome 
help  received  from  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  in  their  grant 
of  £2,500,  and  to  the  Metropolitan  Hospital  Sunday  Fund  for 
£470. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  in-patients  has  resulted  in  a 
corresponding  rise  in  the  receipts  from  this  source,  which  total 
£8,986  against  £3,940  the  previous  year. 

The  Board  express  their  sincere  acknowledgment  of  this 
relatively  large  and  indeed  indispensable  contribution  towards 
the  cost  of  maintenance,  without  which  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  continue  the  good  work  in  these  days  of  high  cost 
and  specialised  treatment. 

Emergency  Beds. — The  decision  of  the  Ministry  to  reduce 
the  allocation  of  these  beds  from  80  to  40  as  from  1st  March, 
has  reduced  the  income  from  this  source  by  £4,857,  in  comparison 
with  the  previous  year,  and  is  a  heavy  blow  to  the  regular 
annual  revenue.  This  reduction  has  been  general  in  varying 
degrees  in  Hospitals  supplying  these  beds  throughout  the 
Metropolis  ;  nevertheless  the  somewhat  drastic  “  cut  ”  will  be 
very  difficult  to  replace,  especially  at  this  period  of  high  costs, 
except  by  the  added  generosity  of  those  who  are  aware  of,  and  value 
the  good  work  undertaken  for  the  benefit  of  sickness  and  disease. 
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First  Aid  Repairs, — The  Board  wish  to  express  their  War 
thanks  to  the  War  Damage  Commission  for  the  amounts  accrued  Damage 
in  settlement  of  the  claims  submitted  to  date.

Staircase,  Main  Building. — The  partial  reinstatement 
of  the  Staircase  destroyed  by  enemy  action,  has  also  been 
completed,  and  the  Board  desire  to  express  to  the  Ministry  their 
sincere  thanks  for  this  concession  which  has  proved  of  great 
service. 

The  Board  again  desire  to  express  their  grateful  acknow-  Gifts  in 
ledgment  of  the  welcome  gifts  received  during  the  year.  Among  Kind, 
those  who  have  rendered  valued  assistance  in  this  way  are  : —

for  her  interest  in  the  Hospital  during  her  husband’s  term  of  Office. 

The  valued  amount  of  £1,760  was  received  during  the  year,  Legacies, 
which  the  Board  acknowledge  with  special  thanks.  This 
timely  help  has  been  left  in  many  cases  by  those  who,  having 
recognised  the  good  work  during  their  lifetime,  most  generously 
have  remembered  the  Hospital  in  their  Wills.  The  Board 
greatly  hope  that  readers  and  supporters  in  general  will 
graciously  bear  this  in  mind. 

The  total  expenditure,  which  amounted  to  £31,854,  shows  an  EXPENDI- 
increase  compared  with  that  of  1941  of  £2,130.  The  larger  JURE 
number  of  cases  admitted  represents  the  chief  cause  of  the 
additional  maintenance  costs,  whilst  salary  increases  granted 
to  the  Nursing  Staff  and  others,  accounted  for  a  considerable 
proportion  of  this  figure. 

The  Board  again  regret  they  must  draw  attention  to  the  ACCUMU- 
very  large  sum  required  to  liquidate  the  Mortgage  and  Bank  l^ATED 
Loan,  which  together  with  the  Bank  Overdraft  amounted  to 
£25,627  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  interest  charges  in 
connection  with  this  large  sum  are  necessarily  a  very  crippling 
obstacle,  which  sum  could  be  put  to  so  much  greater  and  more 
beneficial  use,  if  the  debt  were  cleared. 

Nursing  Staff. — The  Board  would  draw  attention  to  the  Future 
additional  annual  sum  of  approximately  £1,000,  which  dating  Expendi- 
from  April,  1943,  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  in  respect  of  the  ture. 
substantially  increased  rate  of  salaries,  which  the  acceptance 
by  the  Government  of  the  Rushcliffe  Report  has  rendered  it 
desirable  for  Hospitals  to  provide.  They  feel  that  the  public 
generally  will  be  in  agreement  with  this  necessary  increase  for 
the  Nursing  profession.  Although  the  Government  are  providing 
half  the  total  cost,  the  Board  are  still  faced  with  an  additional 
annual  expenditure  of  (approximately)  £500,  which  in  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  Hospital,  will  mean  a  serious  obligation .

Joint  Preliminary  Training  School  for  Nurses. — Under 
the  auspices  of  the  King’s  Fund,  who  have  agreed  to  finance  part 
of  the  cost,  arrangements  are  under  discussion  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  central  schools,  whereby  groups  of  the  smaller  Hospitals 
co-operate  in  sending  candidates  for  a  two  months’  preliminary 
course,  prior  to  commencing  training  in  the  Hospital.  Meanwhile 
the  Board  are  awaiting  details  regarding  an  establishment 
available  in  the  district,  and  it  is  expected  a  satisfactory  arrange¬ 
ment  will  shortly  be  made. 

Honorary  Medical  Staff. — To  members  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  who  have  been  available  for  their  regular  visits 
to  both  In-  and  Out-Patients  throughout  the  year  and  to  the 
Officers  deputising  for  those  on  active  service,  the  Board  wish  to 
express  their  cordial  thanks. 

They  would  specially  mention  the  valued  services  rendered 
by  Mr.  R.  A.  Kerr,  who  has  continued  to  carry  out  his  responsible 
duties  as  Medical  Officer  in  Charge  of  the  Emergency  Hospital 
Scheme,  in  addition  to  his  usual  duties  as  Visiting  Surgeon.

RULE  LXII.— EXCEPTIONAL  CASES. 

“As  a  special  object  of  the  Association  is  to  discourage  in 
the  treatment  of  diseases  the  employment  of  alcohol,  and  to 
collect  and  furnish  trustworthy  evidence  of  the  results  of  its  disuse, 
it  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  prescribing  Medical  Officer,  in  any  case 
where  alcohol  in  any  form  is  ordered  for  a  patient,  to  enter  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose  the  full  particulars  of  the  prescription,  including 
the  time,  quantity,  and  reasons  of  its  administration.  The  effect  of 
the  dose  also  shall  subsequently  be  noted.  A  record  of  all  such  cases 
in  each  year  shall  be  included  in  the  following  Annual  Report.”
